No 2l(a)/IV], (li) Asafoetkla 
IS. No 31/V), (Hi) Cumin Seeds and (iv) Medicinal herbs from Afghanistan during 
1967-68 Trade Arrangement period. 

No. I85-ITC(PN)/67.—Attention is invited to paragraph 13 of the Ministry of 
Commerce Public Notifico No 89-TTC(PN)/67„ dated 23rd August, 1967 wherein it is 
laid down that when 80 per cent of the ceiling for import of fruits etc from Afghanistan 
during the Tn'da-Afghan Trade Arrangement period 1967-68 is consumed, a Public Notice 
will be issued for the information of the trade. 

2. The trade is hereby cautioned that consumption of the ceiling of the current period 
has already reached the levelof 80 per cent. No CCPs will be issued for the goods 
despatched from Afghanistan after the date of issue of th’s Public Notice. The trade is, 
therefore, advised in their own interest not to make further commitments fo import or 
commodities from Afghanistan, as this would result in exceeding the celling fi > cd for the 
current period. 

3. Importers applying for CCPs for the goods, despatched before the issue of this 
Public Notice should produce the documents, prescribed under para 13 of the aforesaid 
Public Notice in addition to those, indicated in paragraph (4) thereof. 

4 Issue of permits for imports from Afghanistan will be stopped without further notice, 
as soon as the celling is consumed.

No. t86-ITC(PN)/67—Attention is invited to the import policy for Registered Expor¬ 
ters contained in Part B of Section III of the Import Trade Control Policy (Red Book), 
for the year April 1967.—March, 1968 issued under the Ministry of Commerce Public 
Notice No. 32-ITC(PN)/67, dated 1st May, 1967, as amended from time to time. 

2. In terms of para 13 of Part B of Section III of the above Red Book, registered 
■xnorters in the State of Jammu and Kashmir are required to submit the : r applications for 
grant of import licences to the office of the Joint Chief Controller of Imports and Exports, 
(CLA), New Delhi. 

3. With a view of facilitating the trade in the State of Jammu and Kashmir to obtain 
their import licences expeditiously under the import policy for Registered Exporters, it 
has been decided that the work relating to the issue of import licences to registered 
exporters in the State of Jammu and Kashmir should he transferred from the office of 
the Joint Chief Controller of Imports and Exports (CLA). New Delhi to the office of 
the Controller of Imports and Exports. Srinagar in respect of exports of the following 
products effected from 1st January, 1968:— 

(i) Fish and fish products, 

(ii) Leather and leather goods. 

(Hi) Woollen carpets, rugs and mggets. 

(iv) Woollen textiles and hosiery etc. and mixed fabrics, 

(v) Unmanufactured tobacco, cigarettes, cigars and bidies. 

(vi) Coir products. 

(vii) Cotton textites. 

(viii) Cashew kernels- 

(ix) Stainless steel products. 

(x) Ready made garments ma'de of cotton or woollen fables, or made of mixed 

fabrics of wool and cotton or wool and synthetic fibre. 

(xi) Natural silk fabrics, garments. 

4. Tn view of the above decision, the State of lammu and Kashmir may be deleted 
from the licensinc jurisdiction of the Toint Olvef Controller of Tmnnrts and Exports, 
ter A), New Delhi from 4 of para 13 of the Red Book on page 187 and the following 
may he added after 7:— 

"8. Controller of Imports & Exports. The State of Jammu and Kashmir."
